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Across the globe, people are held in involuntary servitude in factories, farms, and homes; bought 
and sold in prostitution; and captured to serve as child soldiers. Fundamentally, human trafficking 
deprives people of their basic human rights, yields negative public health consequences, and is a 
global threat to the rule of law, because the high profits associated with human trafficking corrupt 
government officials and weaken police and criminal justice institutions. This crime is a 
transnational problem, affecting source, transit, and destination countries alike. Hundreds of 
thousands of trafficking victims are moved across international borders each year, and millions more 
serve in bondage in forced labor and sexual slavery within national borders. At its heart, human 
trafficking is not a crime of movement, but rather a dehumanizing practice of holding another in 
compelled service, often through horrific long-term abuse. 

The U.S. Government (USG)'s experience in this field demonstrates the need for engagement by 
law enforcement, health officials, non-governmental advocates and service providers, and at-risk 
communities themselves. The Office to Monitor and Combat Trafficking in Persons (G/TIP) seeks 
to build a sustainable anti-trafficking in persons (TIP) movement with all interested parties working 
collaboratively, particularly through linkages between law enforcement and the non-governmental 
organization (NGO) community. This movement will be inclusive of all entities, including 
community organizations, faith-based groups, those who fight for immigrants' and workers' rights, 
feminist organizations and women's leaders, champions inside governments, advocates in 
international organizations, and the many dedicated individuals who work alone or through NGOs. 
There is a need for all to engage, whether they concentrate their energies on cases involving forced 
labor or sexual servitude, adults or children, and regardless of political views and affiliations. 



G/TIP's long-term foreign assistance goals are structured around the mandates in the Trafficking 
Victims Protection Act.

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FY 2009 Foreign Assistance Goals 



1. Assisting foreign governments in developing and implementing anti-TIP legislation 

encompasses working with foreign governments to adopt or strengthen existing anti-trafficking laws 
and enforcement strategies, and to train criminal justice officials on those laws. 

2. Protecting trafficking victims includes increasing capacity of civil society to identify, rescue, 
protect, and rehabilitate victims of human trafficking and encourage cooperation between foreign 
governments and nongovernmental organizations in this area. 

3. Preventing human trafficking involves developing and implementing strategies to prevent sex 
trafficking, child sex tourism, acutely exploitative child labor, and all forms of servitude, specifically 
through increased global media coverage of human trafficking. USG agencies and military, foreign 
governments, multilateral organizations, and civil society, including the private sector, undertake 
measures to counter human trafficking, including reducing demand. 

This may also include establishing and facilitating partnerships between interested and relevant 
parties to address human trafficking. 

4. Coordinating USG interagency efforts includes developing, monitoring, and providing 
oversight of the USG anti-trafficking policy and programs, and convening the annual cabinet-level 
President's Task Force on Trafficking in Persons (PITF), which is chaired by the Secretary of State, 
and chairing the Senior Policy Operating Group (SPOG), which is the managing body of the PITF 
and chaired by the G/TIP Ambassador. 

5. Monitoring and coordinating multilateral activities on trafficking in persons involves 
centering diplomatic engagement primarily on the United Nations, the Organization for Security and 
Co-operation in Europe (OSCE), the Organization of American States (OAS), and the G-8. G/TIP 
also engages with other multilateral organizations as needed. 

G/TIP has six primary priorities under these goals: (1) engaging foreign governments in a sustained 
dialogue to promote a global effort to combat modern-day slavery through the annual publication of 
the Trafficking in Persons Report to Congress (TIP Report) and advancement of associated national 
action plans; (2) managing anti-trafficking funds; (3) advancing public awareness and advocacy; 

(4) leading the interagency process, which coordinates U.S. anti-trafficking policy and programs; 

(5) partnering with non-governmental organizations, other Federal agencies, private corporations, 
and international organizations to address human trafficking; and (6) engaging in multilateral 
diplomacy. 

G/TIP works as a catalyst for action that will lead to the eradication of human trafficking. Our 
overall strategy is to align foreign assistance programming with the annual TIP Report. As such, the 
trafficking report is not just an assessment, or a tool for diplomatic leverage, but also the basis for 
identifying program funding priorities. To ensure program effectiveness, G/TIP also uses funds to 
support research projects and to assess the effectiveness and impact of training, technical assistance, 
and victim service programs. 

2009 Performance Highlights for Trafficking in Persons 

In FY 2009, significant results were achieved in the G/TIP's long-term goals as described below. 

Notable results in assisting foreign governments with prosecution efforts included assessing 173 
countries in the 2009 Trafficking in Persons Report (TIP Report) resulting in a majority of the worlds' 
nations enacting comprehensive anti-trafficking legislation. The governments of 64 countries were 
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engaged in dialogues on advancing anti-trafficking reforms. Forty-seven projects were funded that 
focused on technical assistance on TIP laws or training for law enforcement and judicial officials in 
46 countries. 

Achievement shown for the protection of trafficking victims was funding of 24 programs for 
protecting and assisting victims of human trafficking in 24 countries supporting shelter services, 
including emergency shelter for victims and expansion or improvement of services to trafficking 
victims. 

Prevention successes are generating information to the public that resulted in 770 million media 
impressions through over 400 media outlets, briefing 150 international visitors on trafficking in 
persons through the International Visitors Leadership Program, initiating and participating in 10 
video teleconferences with Embassies, and maintaining and updating consistently the G/TIP 
website, which received over one million hits in 2009 — the fourth most visited Department of State 
website. The impact of "getting the word out" is shown by the increased media attention, including 
more movies, television shows, documentaries, printed articles, and web articles covering human 
trafficking. 

A second part to this goal is partnering with and catalyzing USG agencies and military, foreign 
governments, multilateral organizations, civil society, and the private sector to undertake measures 
to counter human trafficking. Accomplishments include producing an information pamphlet on the 
legal rights and resources for aliens applying for employment or education-based non-immigrant 
visas, participation in the World Congress III Against Sexual Exploitation of Children and Adolescents, and 
production of a child trafficking fact sheet for schools in cooperation with the Department of 
Education. 

G/TIP's led the interagency coordination of USG anti-trafficking policies and programs, with the 
following results: reviewing 219 USG anti-trafficking grants and contracts on a continuous basis; 
gathering, organizing, and distributing fiscal data on USG funds obligated for TIP projects to 
relevant agencies; and planning the annual cabinet-level PITF, as well as four quarterly meetings of 
theSPOG. 

G/TIP participated in multilateral efforts including the U.S. Delegation to the Fourth Conference of 
Parties to the UN Convention Against Transnational Organized Crime, where G/TIP participated 
on a panel to describe the USG's victim-centered approach and task force model to addressing 
human trafficking; the OAS' Meeting of National Authorities on Trafficking in Persons where 
G/TIP drafted the national statement and the position papers, resulting in a call for the OAS 
Secretariat to develop a criminal justice network and the development of performance indicators; 
and OSCE's conference entitled "Prevention of Modern Slavery: An Ounce of Prevention is Worth 
a Pound of Cure" that brought together 250 experts from governments, international organizations, 
and civil society, and included a recorded message to conference participants from Secretary Clinton.
